Experts found only about 15 per 
cent of Italy's oil requirements 
could be substituted, officials said. 
This substitution would refer es- 
pecially to gasoline. 

Normally, League officials esti- 
mated, Italy consumes about 1,500,- 
000 tons of oil a year, but they said 
this figure has mounted now to 
2,500,000 tons. 

Other figures being studied by 
the committee of experts, the of- 
ficials said, showed that an oil 
sanction against Italy would prove 
decisive within a half-year—if it 
were applied by all oil-producing 
nations of the world.

GRIM TRAGEDY STALKS AT FARM FIRE

2 Infants 
Are Dead 
In Flames 


| Bitter cold of winter took 
its first toll in this section 
early Friday when two in- 
, fants lost their lives and their 
mother, Mrs. Tony Lecomsky, 
was terribly burned as fire 
| destroyed their homestead 
jcabin at Granada, 80 miles 
west of Edmonton on the Jas- 

per highway, at 3 a.m. 
| An eight-months’-old babe was 
burned to death and a three- 
year-old boy died on the way to 
hospital as Dr. A. F. Chisholm of 
Evansburgh and R.C.M. Police 
Matron Rogan fought drifted, 
rutty roads and 50-below sero 
temperature in a race against 
time and the elements. The doc- 
tor arrived at the University 
hospital at 1 pm. and Mrs. 
Lecomsky, in critical condition, 
was taken charge of by attend- 
ants who had been standing 
ready in hourly expectation of 
her arrival. 

Tony Lecomsky, Russian immi- 
grant and homesteader half a mile 
south of the highway at Granada, 
was away in the bush, cutting ties, 
25 miles from home when tragedy 
struck his little farm. His wife was 
}alone, caring for the two infant 
| children and looking after the few 
stock on the farm. 

Stoking the stove against tem- 
perature which in that area 
dropped to between 50 and 60 
below during the night, the 
mother retired and slept heavily 
while the iron of the heater glow- 
ed to red heat. She awakened to 
find the house in flames. Badly 
burned herself, she managed to 
struggle from the cabin and res- 
cue the little boy. The baby was 
fatally burned.

Young Husky Refuses 
Ride to Hospital in 
Plane 


The march of science has failed 
to impress one Eskimo boy who 
Wednesday chose a crippled life 
and even death rather than fly to 
hospital in the first airplane that he 
hed ever seen. 

The boy was injured a few weeks 
ago in @ little Eskimo community 


on berren Victoria island, sure 
rounded by the Arctic ocean, 1,050 
miles north of here. His leg and 
hip were smashed in some way 


when e@ sled overturned 

Realizing that hospital aid was 
imperative, older men in the com- 
munity decided that the boy should 
be taken to Coppermine by dog 
team, 75 miles across ice-covered 
Dolphin and Union strait. They 
thought that there might be med- 
ical assistance there and then, the 
mail plane was due to arrive on its 
only winter trip 


RECORD MUSH 


They bundled him up in heavy 
furs and mushed to Coppermine in 
record time. Meanwhile Archie 
McMullen, Canadian Airways pilot, 
was delayed by bad weather at 
Cameron Bay on his way north 

The plane reached Coppermine 
Wednesday, and it was decided that 
the best plan would be to take the 
boy to Fort Smith hospital The 
Eskimos expostulated that the boy 
would never be happy there be- 
cause there would be none of his 
own race in the vicinity—they ar- 
gued that he should be taken to hos- 
pital at Aklavik. 

McMullen was far behind sched- 
ule and had agreed to take Jack 
Lickert and Lickert’s valuable car- 
ao of furs to Edmonton as soon as 
possible. After a lengthy parley, 
the pilot said that he would take 
the boy to Fort Smith hospital, 
where he would remain until Sat- 
urday, when Con Farrell would 
pick him up, northbound with the 
Aklavik mail. 

The deal was confirmed but, un- 
fortunately, no one had thought it 
necessary to ask the injured boy's 
opinion of the whole business.

Considerable uncertainty exists in 
the capital as to the ultimate pro- 
cedure with respect to the national- 
ization of the Bank of Canada.

“woolsack” facing the throne. 

The chamber was crowded with 
high notables of state and church, 
and the galleries filled with the 
general public. 

His Excellency, conducting Lady 
Tweedsmuir, entered the senate 
chamber at 3:05 p.m. and took his 
place on the throne. 

“Please be seated,” commanded 
the Governor General, whereupon

THE “SPEECH” 

The Speech which formally introduced the 
members of the legislature to their sessional 
activities was obviously framed not so much 
to impart information as to assure them of the 
unwavering confidence of the Government in its 
ability to handle the difficult situation it in- 
herited and the industry with which the Minis- 
ters are pursuing various lines of inquiry, and 
to convey a hope that “no ill-considered action 
of today will jeopardize the welfare of the 
future.” 

There are appropriate and wefl-worded 
references to the death of the late King and 
the accession of King Edward. 

The members are reminded that since the 
depression has not passed and “shows but little 
sign of abatement,” it will be necessary to prac- 
tice economy; notwithstanding which, attention 
should be given to improving the public health 
services. 

Further, that seed and feed will have to be 
supplied to farmers in a good many districts 
next spring; while there will have to be careful 
administration of relief and encouragement to 
private industry. 

As to the “economic reconstruction” pro- 
gram, it is suggested the services of Major 
Douglas will “no doubt” be used in advancing 
and establishing Social Credit principles, while 
a measure “leading to the formulation and 
adoption of a plan” based on those principles 
will be brought down. 

The legislature is invited to find ways to 
raise farm prices, enlarge markets, and reduce 
overhead. The prevailing high interest rates 
on public and private debts are mentioned in 
that connection. 

The restrictive laws against which 
companies have been protesting for years may 
be repealed, that “capital may be made avail- 
able” for building and rebuilding operations. 

The Government will, “as soon as possible” 
introduce JIegislation to amalgamate rural 
school districts into large administrative areas; 
a hint that where Mr. Baker came to grief the 
present Minister intends to walk softly. 

It takes a lot of money, the members are 
reminded, to maintain highways and other 
roads, and “careful supervision” is needed. 

That attention is being given to the further 
development of the natural resources, par- 
ticularly in the northern areas, is cheering news 
after the “curtailment” talk of the last five 
years. This is the most important—as it is the 
most constructive—passage in the Speech. 

One piece of legislation, the members are 
told definitely, will be introduced; a bill which 
will give their constituents power to unseat 
them whenever they please.

The new wheat board, it is noted, is selling 
wheat; despite the five-year-old contention that 
it couldn't be done. 

Amendments to the B.N.A. Act are not pro- 
posed just for the sake of making them, but to 
“provide for certain financial arrangements 
between the Dominion and the provinces.” 

The country is done with “blank cheque” 
legislation. The arbitrary power taken by the 
executive in recent years will be abolished, and 
parliament recover control over the public 
funds. 

Stability is to replace uncertainty in the 
customs laws. Meaning that the Minister of 
national revenue will not in future juggle with 
valuations and dump duties to suit his personal 
whim or the interests of influential friends. 

The Bank of Canada is to be nationalized, 
the Government becoming the predominant 
share-holder, and hence the effective controller. 

The National Railways are to be brought 
back within range of Governmental authority 
and parliamentary action. 

The operations of the Radio Commission will 
be investigated. 

The people of Canada last fall did something 
more than return the opposition party to power 
and put a new Government in office. They also 
declared for a complete reversal of the public 
policies which have aggravated and prolonged 
the depression. The Speech is substantial 
assurance that they are going to get what they 
called for.

After their vociferous proclamations of peace 
on earth and goodwill towards men, the Chris- 
tian nations didn't lose much time in increasing 
their naval and military appropriations. 

Mussolini carrying on a war in the name of 
civilization and the cross, and having very good 
results against the Red Cross 
units, was the first to score. 
Though not gazetted till Jan. 
31, he put through an emer- 
gency decree on Jan. 2nd,. 
appropriating 414,000,000 lire 
(about $34,000,000) for the 
construction of new warships. 
Now he asks for $128,720,000 
for his navy for 1936. 

Germany has spent g0 
much on armaments that her 
people are feeling the pinch 
gf hunger. France is still passing emergency 
bills for military purposes. More than half of 
all the revenues of Japan are going to the navy 
and army. Now the Baldwin cabinet has decid- 
ed to rearm Britain at a cost of over a billion 
dollars, to be spent chiefly on warships and 
improved aerial defences. 

Treasure our ideals of peace and goodwill as 
we may, we are living in a world of grim 
realities.

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Russia, which is not numbered among the 
Christian nations, has made bigger strides than 
any other nation in preparing for war. In ad- 
dition to her inherent fear of being attacked 
before her industrial and political programs are 
completed, she has the constant picture before 
her eyes of two powerful and determined nat- 
ions, Japan and Germany, arming across her 
borders. We are still a long way from the 
Millenium. 

Isaac Don Levine, American writer and 
author of an authoritative work on Stalin, 
gleaning his information chiefly from Znamya 
Rosii, organ of the Anti-Communist Labor- 
Peasant Party, which in turn claims to have 
compiled it from official Russian sources, gives 
some staggering statistics of the vast war mach- 
ine built up by the Soviet Republic. They in- 
that Russia has the greatest military 
earth. Here are some of the 


dicate 
machine on 
figures: 

The Red Army numbers 10,000,000 men un- 
der the age of 30. Of this huge figure 8,500,000 
are reservists who have undérgone military 
service since 1923. The standing army, which 
in 1982 consisted of 562,000, in 1935 numbered 
940,000, with 40,000 officers. With military un- 
its of the OGPU, the Komsomol (the Young 
Communist League) and the Osaaviachim (the 
National Defense League) the standing force 
totals 1,500,000 officers and men. 

In the three years since 1932—the three 

years during which Stalin has preached peace 
the Joudest—the Red Army is said to have aug- 
mented its forces by 2 infantry divisions, 20 
rifle divisions, 3 cavalry divisions, 758 light 
artillery batteries and 25 heavy artillery bat- 
teries. 
4 In addition to heavy increases in gun power 
it has increased the number of its tanks and 
armoured cars from 350 to 3,500. The heaviest 
type of tank, an 80 ton machine, is equipped 
with two 7.6 centimeter guns and four machine 
guns. Ten of the rifle divisions, a third of the 
corps artillery and half of the anti-aircraft 
artillery are said to be completely motorized. 


Preparations for chemical and aerial war- 
fare are said to be undergoing big development. 
In 1932 the fighting aircraft of the Red Army 
totalled 1700; in 1935 it numbered 4300 fighting 
planes. Within two years an objective of 8000 
will be reached. 

Of the 4300 planes, 1500 are bombers for 
offensive work. Each is capable of carrying 
eight tons of explosives a distance of 1250 miles. 
Other fighting types include aerial combat 
planes with a speed of 250 miles an hour, and 
capable of climbing 16,000 feet in five and a 
half minutes. Four air dreadnaughts are sched- 
uled for immediate construction. These mon- 
sters will have a wing spread of 225 feet, a speed 
of 150 miles and a range of 1250 miles. With 
six engines they will have a carrying capacity 
of forty tons each. 

Seventeen airplane factories and ten engine 
plants now make Soviet Russia independent of 
importation for aerial fleets. Nor is there any 
lack of pilots. In 1934 no fewer than 140,000 
persans passed their examinations in flying, 
while half a million others enlisted in the para- 
chute jumping schools. The personnel of the 


’ Red air fleets increased from 12,000 to 40,000 in 


the past three years. 

Seventeen industrial plants are said to be 
exclusively engaged in the manufacture of 
poison gas. 

Russia is well prepared to resist invasion 
Her weaknesses are her unruly peasant popu- 
lation and her wretched transportation system 
that failed her in 1904 against Japan and again 
in 1914 against Germany. There is too, a 
danger of her people finding the burden of mil- 
itarism as impossible to bear under Stalin as 
under the last of the Romanoffs,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. I. L. R. asks: “We are all 
fond of rabbit and wonder if you class this as a 
good protein?” 

ANSWER: I place rabbit in the “good” class 
and suggest that you purchase from your butch- 
er a rabbit weighing between 1 1-2 and 2 1-2 
pounds. This size may be easily broiled or two 
or three may be roasted in the oven. If the rab- 
bit weighs between 4 and 5 pounds, then use 
it roasted and stuffed, in the same way that 
you use chicken. The name of the kind of rab- 
bit I recommend for eating is “Belgian Hare.” 
Such rabbits are raised for eating purposes. 

QUESTION: Miss D. R. C. “My 
doctor tells me that I do not have enough acid 
in my stomach. I thought I had too much and 
I can't figure it out.” 

ANSWER: A lack of hydrochloric acid in 
the stomach is called Hypochlorhydria This 
decrease in the secretion is not as common as 
an excessive secretion, usually referred to by 
the patient as “An acid stomach.” I suggest

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date in 1793 the first 


meeting took place between 
Colonel J. G. Simcoe, the first 
lieutenant governor of Upper 


Canda, and Captain Joseph Brant, 
the leader of the Six Nations. 
Simcoe had left Niagara on the 
4th, travelled slowly through the 
snow until on the 7th: “About 12 
o'clock we arrived at Captain 
Brant’s at the Mohawk Indian vil- 
lage, going along the ice on the 
Grand river with great rapidity 
for a considerable way. On our 
arrival the Indians hoisted their 
flags and trophies of war and 
fired a feu de joie in compliment 
of His Excellency, the represent- 
ative of the King, their father. . . 
Here is a well built wooden 
church with a steeple, a school

Captain Brant’s. . . . While we 
were at the Mohawk village we 
heard divine service performed 
by an Indian.

The governor stayed with 
Brant for three days, and when 
resumed the journey to- 
wards Detroit, Brant accompanied 
Simcoe and a party of Indans 
made the trail with snowshoes.

It is true that the spoiled boy is generally blamed on his 


mother because the mother is brought in more intimate contact with the 


child than is the father, and usually 


But mothers are not al 
fathers as well as doting moth- 
ers, and when a father is so ob- 
sessed by a paternal complex 
that he exercises no control over 
a child and indulges its every 
whim, he can do a far more com- 
plete job of wrecking the child's 
character than any weak and 
silly mother can. 

The father only sees the child a 
few hours every day. He is not 
with it ail the time and so does not 
many of the faults that the 
mother has forced upon her. 


So we have fathers who not 
only refuse to do teamwork with 
their wives and back them up in 
their efforts to correct their chil- 
dren's faults, but we also have 
fathers who encourage them in 
sloventiness and bad manners by 
accusing their mothers of nagging 
them when they try to teach 
Johnny and Susie to eat prop- 
erly and te keep themselves 
neat, 

There are plenty of heart-broken 
mothers who see all of their ef- 
forts to discipline their children 
and develop character and strength 
in them nullified by their hus 
bands’ overindulgences. They know 
what the results are bound to be, 
but they are powerless to prevent 
the catastrophies they foresec 


It is a curious and a pathetic 
thing that the most spoiled cbil- 
dren in the world are those of 
Parents who have had a hard 
lime in their own childhood. If 
they had stern and strict parents, 
they let their own children go 
wild without any control at all.

To puzzle solvers it will be evident 
that the clean sweep of tricks can be 
accomplished only through a double 
squeeze. 

Lead the K of spades. Overtake 
with the Ace. Discard East's lowest 
diamond and West's Jowest heart, Lead 
the Q of spades. West can discard his 
club. Have North discard the @ of 
diamonds. There cannot be a squeeze 
unless North and South hold different 
cards. East lets go his third highest 
diamond.

STREET RAILWAY MOTORMEN SHIFTS 


Council Supports 
Motion Providing 
Change In System 


Committee to Draft Plan 
Which Will be Fair to) 
All—Will Take Effect on 
or Before February 15. 


Deliberating over the conten- 
tious street railway shift dispute 
Thursday night, city council sup- 
ported a motion by Ald. W. W. 
Clevely that day and night shifts 
be alternated between junior and 
senior motormen, thus giving 
junior operators a share of day 
work. The motion also proposed 
that the mayor appoint a com- 
mittee of three aldermen to draft 
a plan for the recommended 
change in the shift system which 
would be fair to all motormen 
and which would come into ef- 
fect on or before February 15. 


SHARE NOT FIXED 


Proportion of day and night work 
to be given both classes of metor- 
men was not fixed at the meeting, 
this being a point which would be 
decided by the committee following | 
representations by unions and the} 
department. 

In the past, senior operators be- 
longing to Local 569 of the Inter- 
national union have held the day 
runs as a seniority privilege. 

Regular junior operators, major- 
ity of whom are represented by 
Local No, 1 of the All-Canadian 
union, have worked the night runs, 
but during the past year and a half 
have fought for a share of day 
work. While originally they sought 
a one-in-three share (one period of 
day work to two periods of night 
work), their latest request is that 
day and night shifts be operated on 
a 50-50 basis as between junior and 
senior motormen, 

SPLIT VOTE 

Vote on Ald. Clevely’s motion re- 
sulted in a four-four split, with | 
Mayor Jos. A. Clarke, K.C., casting | 
the deciding vote in favor of the) 
motion. Aldermen supporting it 
were Aldermen Margaret Crang, W. 
W. Clevely, Guy Patterson and E. 
East; those opposed were Aldermen 
Jas. East, H. J. Macdonald, J, W. 
Yry and J. T. McCreath. Ald, Chas, 
Gould was absent and Ald. R. E. | 
Foote left half-way through the 
meeting 

Council met Thursday to discuss

Referring to the argument by the 
all-Canadian union that there was 
distribution of working hours in 
the fire and police departments, the 
speaker declared the comparison 
was not fair, since employees in 
these departments worked all night 
and motormen did not. 

The 569 official reminded coun- 
cillors that present day-run men 
had had to put in. their years on 
night work before getting the ad- 
vantage of the day shift. 

Ald, Clevely then moved that as 
the unions themselves could not 
settle the dispute, that council order 
alternation of shifts between junior 
and senior men, and that the mayor 
appoint a committee of three alder- 
men to consider the best method 
of bringing about the change in the 
system by February 15, with due 
consideration to other seniority 
rights.. 


NO SECONDER 

An amendment by Ald. East that 
the question be left to the unions 
to settle did not receive a seconder, 
and was not put to the vote.
